Updates to Optional/Discretionary Travel to Canada — 08 June 2020: The ban on travel for optional or 
discretionary reasons does NOT apply to a foreign national who is an immediate family member of a 
Canadian citizen or a permanent resident and who is destined to be with that family member in 
Canada for a period of at least 15 days. An immediate family member of a Canadian citizen or 
permanent resident includes the spouse or common-law partner of the person; a dependent child of 
the person, or of the person’s spouse or common-law partner; a dependent child of dependent child 
of the person; the parent or step-parent of the person, or of the person’s spouse or common-law 
partner; or, the legal guardian of the person. there is no change in travel restriction for other types of 
passengers.

In the ongoing effort to contain the global spread of COVID-19 , the Government of Canada is clarifying air carrier 
responsibilities and obligations in relation to boarding foreign national passengers on flights to Canada, pursuant to 
the Minimizing the Risk of Exposure to COVID-19 in Canada Orders.

purpose, such as tourism, sightseeing, recreation, entertainment, religious function, social visit, etc.
